Broker Higley’s Answer to John- 
son, the Temperance Lecturer.

Young Mr. Higley Discusses the Merits of the 
Scandalin a Pungent Letter-—The Whole 
Story About Mrs. Johnson’s Room Key—A 
Private Detective’s Revelations. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YorK, May 3.—E. Johuson,thne temperance 
lecturer and Sunday-school worker, who has sued 
produce broker Henry A. Higley for breaking up 
his home in Brooklyn, said that the act of his life 
in which he felt the most pride was the making of 
the Archbishop of York a total abstainer. He 
used to be a moderate drinker, but after Mr. 
Johnson had an hour’s talk with him he became a 
total abstainer and had been ever since a strong tem 
perance man. Mr. Johnson,describing the manner 
to which on April 19 he got from his wife the let- 
ter which he supposes she intended to send ‘to 
Mr. Higley, said: “I came home suddenly one 
morning and followed the fireman up to my wife’s 
room. She wasin bed. I threw off my coat, and 
she, hearing the noise, looked round. ‘What are 
you doing here? Get out,’ she said. I refused to 
do so and then discovered the letter. My wife 
and I had a struggle for it. She finally gave it 
up. Duringthe struggle she scratched my finger, 
and you can still see the marks of her nails. 
I DID NOT STRIKE HER. 

I locked myself with her in the room and two po- 
licemen in uniform were summoned. When they 
came tothe door I thought it was Higley. If it 
had been I -woula have broken in his head with 
this cane. The policemen, finding that they had 
no cause to interfere, withdrew, commending us. 
to settle our dispute by ourselves. My wife was 
anxious to have Mr. Higfey sent for, but I would 
not allow it.” 

Mrs. Johnson, after leaving the Remsen 
House, went to live with her sister, Mrs. 
Ladd, at 132 Macon street. It is understood 


that she Indignantly denies his accusations and 
charges him with cruel apd heartless treatment. 
Toa friend she said she did not believe he was 
right in his mind and that for some time she had 
feared that he might do something desperate. 
Mr. Higley she had been acquainted with for 
years and she respected him asa friend. During 
the absence of her husband Mr. Higley had trans- 
acted considerable business for her, and the most 
of his visits to the Remsen House were on busi- 
ness. She received him as she did other visitors, 
in her rvom, and she challenged any one 
to prove that any act of Impro- 
priety had ever taken place, Under 
no circumstances would she ever live with her 
husbaad aguin, and already she was in consulta- 
tion Witha liwyer with a view to divorce pro- 
ccedings. For nine years Mrs, Johnson was pres- 
ident of the First Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, but at the last election of officers, a tew 
months ago, 

SHE WAS DEFEATED. 
She has continued in the organization, but she 
has taken no active part in the work. Private 
Detective Ford, who was employed by Mrs. John- 
son and Mr. Higley, said that he believed from 
the startthat it was a caseof blackmail. Mr. 
Johnson told himon one occasion at the Post- 
office, he says, that there was plenty of money in it 
for four of them, meaning himself, Ford 
Mr. Johnson, a private detective, and Mr. Mitch- 
ell, atemperance advocate. Johnson afterward 
accused him of being bought over by Mr. Higley, 
and when he he said it was noi so, called him a 
liar and shook bis fist in his face. He told Joln- 
son it wasa blackmailing scheme and that he 
would not have avything to do with it. Johnson 
was so Vivlent that he had to draw a revolver and 
threaten to puta holeinhim. Intheir conversa- 
tion, Mr. Ford says, Higley asked him what he 
thought about the matter, and he replied that 
from remarks Mr. Johnson had made to 
him it was case of black- 
mail. He added that Mrs. 
Jounson Was a very fine —— and that he thougit 
Mr. Johnson was acrank. Mr. Ford says he went 
iuto the case about*iwo weeks ago. Mitchell 
hired him and gave him a receipted 
BILL FOR TWO WEEKS’ BOARD 
in the Remsen House, where Mr, and Mrs, John- 
son boarded. He was to be Known asJas. Walker. 
He told Mitchell that he was out of the business, 
but that if it was an important case he 
would take hold of it. At Mr. Johnson's 
request he followed him and Mrs. Johnsen 
to the Grand Central depot and followed 
Mrs. Johnson back home. When he got back to 
his room he found Mr. Johnson in his (Mr. Ford’s) 
room. It was the morning after this that he met 
Mr. Johnson in the Pacific office. Mr. Higley’s 
son, Whois about eighteen years old, addressed 
the following letter to the Brooklyn Eagle yester- 
day: 
Having read the contents of the column head- 
ed “A Broken Home,” which appeared in the last 
night's issue of your paper, and being the only son 
of the gentleman wuo Its there mentioned as the 
destroyer of Mr. Johnson's matrimonial happi- 
ness, I feel it not only my i bigh 
privilege, but my duty, to be heard upon wus 
subject, which at first would seem to bring so 
much disgrace upon my tather. And at first let 
me say that Lam perhaps as well informed upon 
the whole matter as those who are immediately 
counected with the subject. Mrs. Johnson, as it 
is well Known, spent the summer with our family 
at Océan Grove, N,J. There 
SOME LITTLE TALK 
was raised about her and my father, which would 
bave entirely subsided and died ont, it being so 
outrageous, had it not been for one cause. The 
talk spread, however, and as soon as we reached 
Brooklyn in the fall it was revived with more 
ardor thanever. My tather, being naturally of a 
liberal-minded disposition, paid no attention 
io jit. Although not being too attentive to Mrs. 
Johnson, he wes stillher stauneh friend. When 
Mr. Jobnaen returned from his travels a short 
lime ago, aggravated no doubt by his cash being 
exceedingly Tow and other circumstances, he 
sought around for means by which he might raise 
both. Finding no other convenient way, he com- 
menced this blackmailing and outrageous affair 
by which he might enlarge his funds. Mr. John- 
sou has for many years been con- 
sidered as & mean and scheming man, 
ana it has been with difficulty that he has lived 
with his wife as long ashe has. I am_ prepared 
to testify that all I have seen between Mrs. John- 
son and wy father, which has been not a little, 
has been 

ENTIRELY ABOVE BOARD 
and open, and I now defy Mr. Johnson to prove 
one instance in which my father has acted too in- 
timately with his wife, or which, by the highest 
social circles, would be considered improper. As 
regards the letters which appeared in last 
night’s tagle, they show nothing which 
when rightly interpreted could be brought against 
my father. Mr. Johnson can prove nothing, and 
although for the present he may boast of havin 
disgraced my father’s name, yet in the end he wi 
find himself in a worse position than he now an- 
ticipates and with more disgrace to his name than 
he ever thought of bringing upon ours.

Above all wedid not think 
there Was any corporation idiotic enough to 
challenge the public condemnation that 
could not fail to follow such a violation of 
civil rights within a few hours’ ride of the 
National Capital. 

People will be very aptto ask whether this 
outrage is an exception and whether the rea- 
son such cases are sofew is on account of 
the unwillingness of the colored people to 
get themselves into trouble. A very unfa- 
vorable impression will undoubtedly be cre- 
ated,and unless the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
way Company promptly disavows the act of 
its hotel-keeper, and gives publie proof that 
it does not intend to persecute citizens of the 
United States on account of their color it 
willdo a great deal more harm to the dis- 
tricts on which its prosperity depends than it 
will to the colored people whom it persecutes. 
Opinion in this country is emphatic in sup- 
port of the principles of civil rights, and pro- 
gress avoids regions that are suspected of 
lingering in the darkness of proscription and 
persecution.

Crittenden and Auditor Walker—The State 


Treasury. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON City, May 2.—The following 
are the full communications that have passed 
between the Governor and Auditor concern- 
ing their opinions about the proper distribu- 
tion of the contingent expenses of the Ex- 
ecutive office. The Governor hoids that he 
hasarightto expend his appropriation as 
he pleases, while the Auditor differs, as the 
following letters wiil show: 
GOVERNOR TO AUDITOR. 
Hon. John Walker, State Auditor. 
Sirn:—Please inform me why you refuse to 
audit the bill of the Sedalia Democrat for 
$22 SO against this office, drawo upoa the 
contingent fund of the Executive office. It is 
a fund the expenditure of which beiongs 
exclusively to this office. Upon any other 


hypothesis, the Auditor may determine how | 


it shall be managed and used. Iam aware 
of no law authorizing such a supervisory 
control by the Auditor. 1 alone am respons- 
ble to the people for the hotiest management 
of that fund, and hence ought to be allowed 
to determine how it shall be applied. A 


knowledge of public events daily transpiring | 
in our State, many of which effect the proper | 


discharge of the duties of the executive 
office, can only be derived through the prom- 
inent daily papers. If 1 correctly under- 
stand the object of the appropriation of the 
coutingent fund for the use of this vifice, itis 
as properly applied in the purchase of news- 
papers as in tue purchase of other —arlicies 
necessary to a proper and prompt discharge 
of duty. I respectiulily suggest that if you 
may determine what is necessary in tue 
matter of information, whether derived from 
newspapers or otherwise, then you might, 
with equal epepenety what furniture tne ex- 
ecutive office shall contain and what amount 
of stamps and stationery Iway use.

the forged signature of the supposed bor- 
rower and that of the official register of 
mortgages at Notron. With the money thus 
obtainedCliquet led alife ofluxury which simp 
ly dazzied the good peovle of Mareuil. The 
splendur of hi« fetes aid the magnificenee of 
his dinner parties were the taik of the whole 
neighbortiood. €liquet _condescended 
acce;'t the Mayoralty of Mareuil, but it was 
rumored that his am)ition would not stop 
short of aseatin the Chamber of Deputies. 
As a pastime he took to the theater, and lost 
aiarge sum by the faiiure of a plece ata 
sma:l Paris house which he had hired for 
45,0008, 
At the sitting of tha Assize Court it trans- 
pired that the prisoner had not only forged @ 
multitude of signatures to mortgage deeds, 
but had manufactured a false certificate, 
purporting to be signed by the doyen of the 
faculty of Caen, whose signature he had 
obtained by writing to ask for a consulta- 
tion. Cliquet’s frequent journeys to Paris 
wese facilitated by a forged military rail- 
Way pass, signed by the Colonel! of the 107th 
foot. In order to make an impression on the 
peisants Cliquet kept in his office a number 
of sacks filled with copper coin «hich in the 
course 0 conversation ha took care to de- 
scribe as five-frane pieces. Not the least curi- 
oos feature of the eflair is that the registrar 
of mortgages, on being shown his forged 
signatures to the deeds manufactured by Cli- 
quet, declared them to be genuine, and ob- 
stinately adhered to this opinion until he dis- 
covered that the documents were not enter- 
in the register. He then exclaimed, 
“Why, the man writes my signature better 
than ldo myself!” Amonga host of clever 
tricks for obtaining money is the wn pad 
by which the prisoner madea_ considerable 
sum: Being in Paris and short of ready 
cash, Cliquet coolly introduced himself to a 
financier as the Marquis de la Cotte, a noble- 
manof Perigueux, adding that ifany re- 
ferences were required his notary, Maitre 
Cliquet, of Mareuil, would give the necessary 
information. He then took the first train for 
Mareuil, answered the letter of inquiry him- 
self and returned to Paris fer the money. 
This fraudulent systein of bogus mortgages 
Cliquet carried on for nearly ten years, be- 
ing aiways careful to pay the interest punc- 
tually. He thus allayed suspicion until last 
year, When a landed propr etor ee 
heard that his estates had been mortgaged, 
and, as he had not raised any money in that 
way. lodged a complaint against Cliquet. 
Thus the whole affair came to light. The 
prisoner expresses deep regret for his notori- 
ous practices, which have ruined a number 
of poor peasants, but persists in stating that, 
if left at large, he would have made enough 
in the theatrical business to satisfy all his 
“creditors.”

FORD SMITH’S DEBTS. 


Favor of His Late 
Brother's Estate—Tlo-Day’s Trials. 


In Judge Thayer’s court to-day a jury sat 
to dispose of the claims of the Irwin Z. 
Smith estate against Ford Smith. It will be 
remembered that Joseph W. Branch, execu- 


tor of the late Judge, filed suit against 
Ford Smith, brother of the deceased, on 
notes and account, etc. The notes extended 
over several years, dating as far back as 1874. 
The account dated from September, 1860, and 
included items of cash advances from month 
to month, $450 for board and office rent for 
four years $1,066. The total claim on the ac- 
count stated was §$8.555 26, upon which 
To this Su ith 
entered a counter-claim of $8,361 75, alleging 
that it represented cash advances to his iate 
brother. In defense of the claim as to the 
notes he alieged that he derived no benefit 
whatever from them, and that he signed for 
the accommodation of his brother. The 
Court directed the jury to return a verdict in 
respect of the notes only and judgment was 
accordingly rendered avatust 
for $4,506 80 with 10 per cent interest, 
counter-claim Was pot entertained. 
HELLERY'’S BLUNDER. 

D. M. Blount’s tee case against Phil Hel- 
lery, Was heard on appeal to-day 
in Judge Lubke’s Court. This was 
aciaim in respect of medical services per- 
formed for Mr. Abbott, a friend of Hellery, 
who was accidentally wounded at Cote Bril- 
liant one night late.
